The Henderson Community 
Foundation’s bank account is 
now about $1 million with the 
addition of $100,000 in coal sev¬ 
erance tax money Tuesday. 

State Sen. Dorsey Ridley pre¬ 
sented the check to Henderson 


Fiscal Court at its regular meet¬ 
ing, and Judge-executive Hugh 
McCormick, in giving Ridley 
the credit, noted “money is tight 
now in coal severance and it’s 
hard to get any projects done.” 

“I believe it’s the job of our lo¬ 
cal leaders to kind of spearhead 
this effort of the community 
foundation, to show the rest of 
the community that it is a viable 


thing,” Ridley said. “It’s some¬ 
thing that will leave a legacy 
that will help future genera¬ 
tions of Henderson County. It’s 
a great investment. And it’s just 
the right thing to do.” 

Foundation founder Chase 
Fulcher was there to accept the 
money, and he thanked both

local plans 
starting 
to sprout

An agricultural seed 
company is proceeding 
with its plans to make a 
multi-million-dollar in¬ 
vestment in Henderson, 
developing a research and 
distribution facility that at 
times will host events that 
could draw 1,000 farmers 
from around the region. 

“We’re here for the 
long haul,” Scott Ebelhar, 
an agronomist and Ken¬ 
tucky research director for 
Beck’s Superior Hybrids, 
told the Henderson Lions 
Club on Tuesday. 

Beck’s, a fast-growing 
Midwestern seed develop¬ 
er that is based in Atlanta, 
Ind., last year purchased a 
150-acre plot of cropland at 
the corner of Airline Road 
and Gardenmile Road, 
across from the county 
school bus garage. 

This spring and sum¬ 
mer, it will build a 
52,000-square-foot facility 
facing Airline Road that 
will include warehouse 
operations, meeting space 
and offices for a staff that 
will total six full-time em¬ 
ployees. 

“We hope, weather per¬ 
mitting, to have the pad 
built and concrete work 
(under way) by the middle

Greater 
tax district 
supervision 
being urged 

■ Stumbo plan 
calls for audits

FRANKFORT - More than 
1,200 local taxing dis¬ 
tricts that have operated 
largely without oversight 
would be watchdogged un¬ 
der a proposal that House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo in¬ 
tends to personally usher 
through the legislature. 

The Prestonsburg 
Democrat filed a measure 
setting up the new level 
of oversight on Tuesday, 
shortly after lawmakers 
resumed a legislative ses¬ 
sion following a three- 
week break. 

Stumbo said the leg¬ 
islation sets up a system 
for auditing the taxing 
districts, which spend 
some $2.7 billion a year to 
operate rural fire depart¬ 
ments, airports, sanitation 
districts, even libraries. 

It also would create an 
online database where 
taxpayers could review 
financial reports for each 
taxing districts while also 
making their leaders sub¬ 
ject to ethics rules. 

More than 30 Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican law¬ 
makers have signed on as 
co-sponsors of Stumbo’s 
bill. And Senate Floor 
Leader Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown, said the pro¬ 
posal has bipartisan sup¬ 
port in his chamber, too. 

Stumbo, a longtime law¬ 
maker and former state 
attorney general, said he 
took up the issue after state 
Auditor Adam Edelen re¬ 
leased a report last year 
showing the huge amount 
of money taxing districts 
collect and spend. 

A review by Edelen’s 
staff found Kentucky has 
1,268 taxing districts that

The Henderson City- 
County Planning Com¬ 
mission on Tuesday rec¬ 
ommended what zoning 
should be applied to nine 
parcels of land on Wathen 
Lane that are being con¬ 
sidered for annexation, 


and also began laying the 
groundwork to piggy-back 
on work being paid for by 
the state of Kentucky. 

County Engineer Bill 
Hubiak pointed out to the 
commission that the state 
has contracted with two 
firms to do flyovers of this 
area that will collect data 
for its geographic infor¬ 
mation system (GIS). He 
recommended contacting 
the firms, which will be 
gathering data along the 
Interstate 69 corridor, as 
well as as LIDAR from all 
of western Kentucky. 

LIDAR, otherwise 


known as Light Detection 
And Ranging, uses lasers 
to measure distances, al¬ 
lowing highly accurate 
topographic maps as well 
as the features of buildings 
and other objects. 

“They’re already going 
to be up in the air,” Hu¬ 
biak said. “This is some¬ 
thing we could look at to 
reduce our costs. It could 
save a substantial amount 
of money.” 

The planning commis¬ 
sion authorized having its 
GIS Committee look into

Owensboro’s 
‘blue bridge’ 
will close 
for painting

OWENSBORO -A rusting a 
faded bridge that connects 
Owensboro, Ky., to south¬ 
ern Indiana will close for 
around six months while it 
is painted. 

The Messenger-Inquir¬ 
er (http://bit.ly/HGcb7U) 
reports Owensboro May¬ 
or Ron Payne made the 
announcement Monday 
during a speech at the Ow- 
ensboro-Daviess County 
Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. 

Payne said the $17 mil¬ 
lion paint job for the Glov¬ 
er H. Cary Bridge, known 
simply as the “blue bridge,” 
would take up to two years 
if a lane is kept open for 
traffic, so officials decided 
to close it and get the job 
done quicker. 

He said the bridge 
would close in May after 
the International Bar-B-Q_ 
Festival and wouldn’t open 
“until they get it finished,” 
which is expected to hap¬ 
pen by November. 

“I kind of like that,” 
Payne said of the shorter 
schedule. “Knock it out all 
at one time.” 

Officials announced late 
last year that the bridge 
would be painted in 2013. 

A Transportation Cabi¬ 
net official said Monday 
that a contractor was ex¬ 
pected to be named this 
month. 

The bridge was origi¬ 
nally scheduled to be 
painted in about four 
years, but the project was 
fast-tracked due to ef¬ 
forts by State Rep. Tom¬ 
my Thompson, a Philpot 
Democrat, and State Sen. 
Joe Bowen, an Owensboro 
Republican.

Court upholds prison time for escapee

LOUISVILLE -When Benji 
Antonio Stout scaled a 
fence, ducked through a 
hole and sprinted away 
from the Lincoln County 
Detention Center, he didn’t 
touch another person. 

Even though Stout nei¬ 
ther threatened nor at¬ 
tacked anyone, that 2005 
escape amounts to a crime 
of violence because “it is 
natural to infer a significant 
risk” that an inmate will re¬ 
sort to violence rather than 
being recaptured,” Judge 
Edmund Sargus wrote 
Tuesday for the U.S. 6th 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

A divided appellate 
court cited the escape in 
upholding Stout’s convic¬ 
tion and 12-month federal 
prison sentence for pos¬ 
session of body armor by 
a person convicted of a 
violent crime. 

Sargus, joined by Judge 
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R. Guy Cole, found that 
8 percent of escaped in¬ 
mates commit violent 
offenses against guards 
in the process of getting 
away. That prospect ren¬ 
ders the escape a violent 
crime, Sargus concluded. 

Judge Bernice Bouie 
Donald dissented, cit¬ 
ing notable fictional es¬ 
capes in “The Count of 
Monte Cristo” and “The 
Shawshank Redemption” 
and pointing out that the 
getaways by the charac¬ 
ters Edmond Dantes and 
Andy Dufresne involved 
acts of violence, when all 
Stout did was scale a fence 
and run through a hole he 
didn’t make. 


“Something is missing 
here — perhaps it is com¬ 
mon sense,” Donald wrote. 

Police in Winchester 
stopped Stout, who has a 
criminal history involving 
both state and federal con¬ 
victions, on Aug. 4, 2009 
and found four pieces of 
body armor in his car. Af¬ 
ter being indicted, Stout 
challenged the violence 
crime designation, but a 
judge rejected his argu¬ 
ments. 

Stout pleaded guilty in 
2010 in federal court in 
Lexington to the body ar¬ 
mor charge in exchange 
for several drug-related 
counts being dismissed 
by prosecutors.

Congress doing 
little to prevent 
next fiscal crisis 

In August 2011, the White House and Congress, 
faced with blundering into a default on U. S. debt, 
agreed to a budget deal that was, by design, so bad 
that the lawmakers believed they would never 
have to live up to it. 

Instead, a bipartisan “supercommittee” would 
supersede the terms of the Budget Control Act by 
coming up with a long-term deficit reduction plan 
that both parties could agree on and the White 
House live with. 

If the supercommittee failed — as it did — the 
federal budget for this year would be required to 
take an across-the-board cut of around $85 billion. 

The cuts would continue for 10 years, until $1.2 
trillion had been gouged from federal spending. 

The cuts, known as a sequester, were supposed 
to take effect Jan. 1, the dread “fiscal cliff’ of recent 
memory, but at the last minute Congress postponed 
the moment of reckoning until March 1. 

Here it is, the first week in February, and Con¬ 
gress seems to be sleepwalking toward that dead¬ 
line. The time frame is even tighter than it seems 
because the GOP-run House plans to work only 
11 days this month. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
appeared to up the ante over the weekend when 
he said Democrats would demand additional 
revenues — either through tax hikes or loophole 
closings—as the price of averting the mandatory 
cuts. The Republicans felt they did their share 
last month by agreeing to let taxes rise on some 
upper-income earners. Now, they want to see 
spending cuts in return. 

Some House Republicans now favor letting 
the sequester take place temporarily to shock 
Congress into taking federal spending seriously. 

Economic analysts disagree about the specific 
effects of a sequester, but they agree the total effect 
would be bad. The Associated Press summed up 
the prevailing view the deadlock “has the potential 
to slam the economy, produce sweeping furloughs 
and layoffs at federal agencies and threaten hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of private-sector jobs.” 

The Pentagon would bear the brunt of the cuts— 
about $43 billion this year, an amount that senior 
officers say would hollow out the military. Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta said if Congress allowed 
the cuts to go through, it would be “a shameful, 
irresponsible act.” 

March 1 isn’t that far off and Congress isn’t above 
giving itself another postponement. 

But the weary American public, includingpeople 
whose jobs are at stake, generally would appreci¬ 
ate it if Congress showed some sense of urgency 
about the problem.

hour to process the pass¬ 
ports of 45 foreign visitors. 
Complain about the lack of 
wifi service. And don’t just 
whisper it; let everyone 
within earshot know how 
you are suffering. 

If you’re on a guided bus 
trip and don’t hear well, 
always sit in the back so 
you can cry: “CAN YOU 
REPEAT THAT?” 

It’s a big world, so don’t 
try to soak up everything. 
While visiting a site of 
geologic splendor or ex¬ 
traordinary human sig¬ 
nificance, continue your 
extended conversation 
regarding your favorite 
stores at the mall back 
home. 

You might be visiting an 
ancient city, one occupied 
for many centuries or even 
millennia.

OK, so our trip wasn’t as 
bad as all of that. 

Sure, pretty much ev¬ 
erything mentioned above 
was observed or overheard 
on our trip. But poor be¬ 
havior was exhibited by 
only a small fraction of 
the group of 45 we trav¬ 
eled with or, among the 
remainder, on only occa¬ 
sional moments. 

That group included 
seven of us from Hender¬ 
son, and it was a delight to 
see what hardy travelers 
our friends were. 

Some were veteran 
overseas visitors. Anoth¬ 
er was a novice.

“Naw, bring it in,” 
he said, and we hugged in¬ 
stead. 

We enjoyed sparkling 
days that tanned our faces. 
We endured hours outside 
in ceaseless cold rain. 

We survived a 12-hour 
plane ride. We had our bus 
stopped — and boarded — 
twice in a single evening 
by policemen armed with 
M-16s. 

We ate bread hot out of 
the oven. We had smoked 
fish and marinated cu¬ 
cumbers at breakfast, and 
chocolate-stuffed pastries, 
too. 

We conjured private 
jokes that we cracked our¬ 
selves up with. 

We saw sights that left 
us with no need to speak. 

We stood on ground 
that has had significance 
to three world religions for 
15 centuries. 

We walked past pil¬ 
grims and tourists from 
Brazil and Italy, from Ja¬ 
pan and Spain. 

We posed for pictures 
with a little plastic duck 
who represented a friend 
back at home. 

We formed friendships 
with people from other 
lands. 

We ourselves became 
better friends than before, 
bound by shared memo¬ 
ries and good will. 

To coin a phrase: It was 
a trip. A trip that even a 
couple of ugly Americans 
couldn’t spoil.

Lawmakers need to focus on the real issues

The public often won¬ 
ders what lawmakers 
do with their time when 
they’re in Frankfort. 

Political differences bog 
down the process, but so 
do frivolous bills. Barely 
into the new session, there 
were already 195 bills filed 
— one included to make 


the Kentucky long rifle 
the official state gun and 
another to allow hunters to 
kill an unlimited number 
of coyotes... 

The large number of 
bills creates a legislative 
logjam that has little to do 
with addressing the needs 
of the commonwealth. 

In last year’s 60-day ses¬ 
sion, a combined 766 bills 


were filed in the House 
and Senate. Only 155 of 
them became law. 

Some have argued in the 
past to limit the number of 
bills that can be submitted. 
Another solution is possi¬ 
bly moving up the dead¬ 
lines to file a bill. In reality, 
neither is necessary. 

What’s required is re¬ 
sponsible lawmakers 


prepared to do what it 
takes to fix the state’s more 
critical problems instead 
of wasting time on trivial 
matters that do little to 
move Kentucky forward. 

Otherwise, we’ll have a 
financially unsound state 
while we have hunters 
who can kill all of the coy¬ 
otes they can with their of¬ 
ficial Kentucky long rifles.

Horror, 
healing 
for boy 
in kidnap

MIDLAND CITY, Ala. -By all 

accounts, a 5-year-old in 
Alabama endured an un¬ 
forgettable horror: Held for 
a week in a closet-size bun¬ 
ker underground, a captive 
of a volatile killer, his only 
comforts a Hot Wheels car 
and other treats passed to 
him by officers. 

Yet after being whisked 
to safety by federal agents 
in a raid that left his kid¬ 
napper dead, he appeared 
to be acting like a nor¬ 
mal kid: He was running 
around, playing with a toy 
dinosaur and other action 
figures, eating a turkey 
sandwich and watching 
“SpongeBob SquarePants,” 
relatives and Dale County 
Sheriff Wally Olson said. 

“We know he’s OK phys¬ 
ically, but we don’t know 
how he is mentally,” Betty 
Jean Ransbottom, the boy’s 
grandmother, said Tuesday. 
She added that she feared 
the ordeal would stay with 
the child, who turns 6 to¬ 
day, the rest of his life. 

Meanwhile, agents swept 
the 100-acre property for 
explosives for a second day 
as part of an investigation 
so painstaking that authori¬ 
ties had not yet removed 
the body of the abductor, 
65-year-old Jimmy Lee 
Dykes, officials said. 

FBI officials have of¬ 
fered few details publicly 
about the standoff and the 
raid that ended it. Agents 
stormed the bunker Mon¬ 
day, whisking the boy to 
safety and leaving Dykes

Islamic party leader 
sentenced to life 

DHAKA -A Bangladeshi 
tribunal prosecuting 
cases stemming from the 
1971 independence war 
sentenced a leader of an 
Islamic opposition party 
to life in prison Tuesday, 
sparking street clashes 
with police that killed 
two people and injured 
dozens more. 

Opposition leaders 
have criticized the war 
crimes trials, held 40 
years after the country 
won independence from 
Pakistan, as an effort to 
weaken challengers to 
Prime Minister Sheikh 
Hasina’s government, and 
human rights groups have 
raised concerns about 
their fairness. 

In a packed courtroom 
at the High Court in Dha¬ 
ka, Judge Obaidul Hasan 
pronounced Abdul Quad- 
er Mollah guilty of killing 
a student and a family of 
11 and of aiding Pakistani 
troops in killing 369 oth¬ 
ers. 

In anticipation of the 
verdict, Mollah’s Jamaat- 
e-Islami party had or¬ 
dered a nationwide gen¬ 
eral strike to denounce 
the trial, shutting down 
schools and shops and 
halting most traffic in 
Dhaka.

SOFIA, Bulgaria - Hezbollah 
was behind a bus attack that 
killed five Israeli tourists in 
Bulgaria last year, investiga¬ 
tors said Tuesday, describ¬ 
ing a sophisticated bombing 
carried out by a terrorist cell 
that included Canadian and 
Australian citizens. 

The announcement 
brought renewed pressure 
on the European Union 
from the U.S., Israel and 
Canada to designate the 
group a terrorist organiza¬ 
tion and to crack down on 
its fundraising operations 
across Europe. The EU, 
which regards Hezbollah 
as a legitimate political or¬ 
ganization, has resisted such 
amove. 

Interior Minister Tsvetan 
Tsvetanov said two of the 
suspects in the July 2012 at¬ 
tack had been living in Leba¬ 
non for years — one with a 
Canadian passport and the 
other with an Australian

The bomb exploded as 
the Israeli tourists were on 
their way from the airport to 
their hotel in the Black Sea 
resort of Burgas.

Budget deficit 
estimate is $854B 

WASHINGTON-The federal 
budget deficit will drop be¬ 
low $1 trillion for the first 
time in President Barack 
Obama’s tenure in office, 
a report said Tuesday. 

The Congressional Bud¬ 
get Office analysis said 
the government will run 
an $845 billion deficit this 
year, a modest improve¬ 
ment compared with last 
year’s $1.1 trillion shortfall 
but still enough red ink to 
require the government to 
borrow 24 cents of every 
dollar it spends. 

The agency projected 
that the economy will 
grow just 1.4 percent this 
year if $85 billion in across- 
the-board spending cuts 
take effect as scheduled 
March 1. Unemployment 
would average 8 percent. 

The report predicted 
the deficit would dip to 
$430 billion by 2015, the 
lowest since the govern¬ 
ment posted a $459 billion 
deficit in former President 
George W. Bush’s last year 
in office. 

U.S., China diplomats

WASHINGTON-The Obama 
administration talked to 
China on Tuesday about 
North Korea facing “fur¬ 
ther consequences” un¬ 
der a recent U.N. Security 
Council resolution if it 
conducts a nuclear test, 
the State Department said.

President 
of Iran 
visits 
Egypt

CAIRO -Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
discussed the crisis in 
Syria with his Egyptian 
counterpart Tuesday in 
the first visit by an Ira¬ 
nian leader to Cairo in 
more than three decades, 
marking a historic depar¬ 
ture from years of frigid 
ties between the regional 
heavyweights. 

Ahmadinejad’s three- 
day visit, which is centered 
around an Islamic summit, 
is the latest sign of efforts 
by Egypt’s Islamist Presi¬ 
dent Mohammed Morsi to 
improve relations, which 
have been cut since Iran’s 
1979 revolution. 

Morsi’s flirtation with 
Iran is seen as aiming to 
strike an independent for¬ 
eign policy and broaden 
Egypt’s connections after 
the ouster two years ago 
of longtime leader Hosni 
Mubarak, who kept close 
to the line of the United 
States. Such a visit by an 
Iranian leader would have 
been unthinkable under 
Mubarak, who was a close 
ally of the U.S. and shared 
Washington’s deep suspi¬ 
cions of Tehran. 

But the limits to how 
far Morsi can go were on 
display during Tuesday’s 
visit. There are deep sus¬ 
picions in overwhelmingly 
Sunni Muslim Egypt to¬ 
ward Iran and its Shiite 
clergy leadership. Also, 
Morsi’s government was 
quick to reassure Arab 
Gulf nations, which are 
bitter rivals of Tehran and 
are concerned over the 
spread of its influence, that 
Egypt is intent on their se¬ 
curity.

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Holograms may help keep 
Holocaust memories alive

LOS ANGELES - For years, 
Holocaust survivor Pin- 
chus Gutter has told the 
tragic story of watching 
his parents and 10-year- 
old twin sister herded into 
a Nazi death camp’s gas 
chambers so quickly that 
he had no time to even say 
goodbye. 

He was left instead with 
an enduring image he has 
carried with him through 
70 years: that of his sister 
vanishing into a sea of peo¬ 
ple doomed to die. 

Only this time the el¬ 
derly, balding man wasn’t 
really there as he re¬ 
counted the horror of the 
Holocaust to an audience 
gathered in an auditorium 
at the University of South¬ 
ern California’s School of 
Cinematic Arts. 

It was the 80-year-old 
survivor’s digital dop- 
pelganger, dressed in a 
white shirt, dark pants 
and matching vest, that 
was doing the talking as it 
gazed intently at its audi¬ 
ence, sometimes tapping 
its feet as it paused to con¬ 
sider a question. 

Over the years, elderly 
Holocaust survivors like 
Gutter have been leaving 
behind manuscripts and 
oral histories of their lives, 
fearful that once they are 


gone there will be no one 
to explain the horror they 
lived through or to chal¬ 
lenge the accounts of Ho¬ 
locaust deniers like Ira¬ 
nian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. 

For the past 18 months, a 
group led by USC’s Shoah 
Foundation has been try¬ 
ing to change that by creat¬ 
ing three-dimensional ho¬ 
lograms of almost a dozen 
people who survived Nazi 
Germany’s systematic ex¬ 
termination of 6 million 
Jews during World War II. 

The plan is for Gutter and 
the others to live on in per¬ 
petuity, telling generations 
not born yet the horror they 
witnessed and offering their 
thoughts on how to avoid 
having one of history’s 
darkest moments repeated. 

Although people at this 
week’s event saw Gutter 
as only a two-dimensional 
figure, he has been pains¬ 
takingly filmed for hours in 
3-D and, perhaps as early 
as next year according to 
those involved in the proj¬ 
ect, his hologram could be 
talking face-to-face with 
visitors at the U.S. Holo¬ 
caust Memorial Museum 
in Washington, D.C. 

Certainly it will be 
within five years, said 
Stephen Smith, the Shoah 
Foundation’s executive di¬ 
rector, and Paul Debevec, 
associate director of the 


university’s Institute for 
Creative Technologies, 
which is creating the holo¬ 
gram project’s infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“Having actually put it 
together, it’s clear this will 
happen,” said Debevec. 

It comes just in time, said 
Rabbi Marvin Hier, direc¬ 
tor of the Simon Wiesen- 
thal Center, which is dedi¬ 
cated to keeping alive the 
history of the Holocaust. 

“This generation is 
coming to an end, unfor¬ 
tunately,” Hier said of Ho¬ 
locaust survivors, whose 
average age is estimated 
at 79. “Within the next de¬ 
cade or so there won’t be 
many survivors alive any¬ 
where in the world. 

“ ... The Holocaust is 
well documented, and we 
have confessions of the 
major war criminals,” he 
said. “But there’s nothing 
like the human witness 
who can look you in the 
eye and say, ‘Look, this 
is what happened to my 
husband. This is what 
happened to my children. 
This is what happened to 
my grandparents.’” 

Perhaps Gutter’s digital 
presence summed up the 
reason for that best when 
it was asked the other day 
why he chose to take part. 

It replied: “I tell my 
story for the purpose of 
improving humanity.” 


‘Little House’s’ Mary gets 2nd opinion

■ Scarlet fever 
likely didn’t 
cause blindness

CHICAGO - Any fan of 
Laura Ingalls Wilder’s be¬ 
loved “Little House” books 
knows how the author’s 
sister Mary went blind: 
scarlet fever. But turns out 
that probably wasn’t the 
cause, medical experts say, 
upending one of the more 
dramatic elements in the 
classic stories. 

An analysis of historical 
documents, biographical 
records and other material 
suggests another disease 
that causes swelling in the 
brain and upper spinal cord 
was the most likely culprit. 
It was known as “brain fe¬ 
ver” in the late 1800s, the 
setting for the mostly true 
stories about Wilder’s pio¬ 
neer family. 

Scarlet fever was ram¬ 
pant and feared at the 
time, and it was likely often 
misdiagnosed for other ill¬ 
nesses that cause fever, the 
researchers said. 

Wilder’s letters and 
unpublished memoir, on 
which the books are based, 
suggest she was uncertain 
about her sister’s illness, 
referring to it as “some sort 
of spinal sickness.” And a 
registry at an Iowa college 
for blind students that Mary 
attended says “brain fever” 
caused her to lose her eye¬ 
sight, the researchers said. 

They found no mention 
that Mary Ingalls had a red 
rash that is a hallmark sign 
of scarlet fever. It is easily 
treated with antibiotics that 


didn’t exist in the 1800s and 
is no longer considered a se¬ 
rious illness. 

Doctors used to think 
blindness was among the 
complications, but that’s 
probably because they 
misdiagnosed scarlet fever 
in children who had other 
diseases, said study author 
Dr. Beth Tarini, a pediatri¬ 
cian and researcher at the 
University of Michigan. 

It’s the latest study of¬ 
fering a modern diagno¬ 
sis for a historical figure. 
Others subjected to re¬ 
visionists’ microscope 
include Soviet leader 
Vladimir Lenin, compos¬ 
er Wolfgang Mozart and 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Tarini said as a girl she 
was a fan of the “Little 
House” books and wanted 
to research Mary Ingalls’ 
blindness ever since scar¬ 
let fever came up during a 
medical school discussion. 

“I raised my hand and 
said, ‘Scarlet fever can 
make you go blind, right?”’ 
The instructor responded, 
“I don’t think so.” 

The disease that Mary 
Ingalls probably had is 


called meningoencephali¬ 
tis. Tarini said it’s likely she 
had the viral kind, which 
can be spread by mosqui¬ 
toes and ticks.

Elsie Thompson, 113 
years old and counting, 
became the oldest Ameri¬ 
can when the previous title 
holder, Mamie Rearden of 
South Carolina, died in 
January at the age of 114. 

Thompson, who has 
lived in the same Clear¬ 
water condo since 1971, is 
now the fifth-oldest person 
in the world. 

Born on April 5, 1899, 
during the William McKin¬ 
ley administration, she is 
one of the few human be¬ 
ings left on Earth who drew 
breath during the 19th cen¬ 
tury. There are only 14 of 
those people left — six of 
which are Americans. 

The Tampa Bay Times 
visited with Thompson on 
her 111th, 112th and 113th 
birthdays, but the Times 


wasn’t able to interview 
her on this occasion be¬ 
cause her family is con¬ 
cerned about the severe 
flu season. Last month, the 
two oldest Americans then 
living — Besse Cooper, 116, 
and Dina Manfredini, 115 — 
both died of infections. 

As a precaution, Thomp¬ 
son is taking no visitors 
other than the three care¬ 
givers who watch after her 
around the clock. 

“We’re just being very 
careful about her com¬ 
ing into contact with any¬ 
body,” said her son George 
Thompson, 72, of Thou¬ 
sand Oaks, Calif. 

The widow of a Penn¬ 
sylvania lawmaker spends 
her days puttering around 
her beloved home in the 
Imperial Cove condomin¬ 
iums. Every morning, one 
of her caregivers helps her 
get dressed and makes her 
breakfast — typically oat¬ 
meal, a banana or an egg. 

“You’ll say, ‘Elsie, honey, 
you wanna get up?’ And 


she’ll say, ‘You betcha.’ 
Sometimes she’ll talk and 
talk,” said Susie Harper, her 
caregiver for more than 13 
years. “Sometimes when 
she’s tired, she doesn’t 
want to say anything. But 
she has a happy and uplift¬ 
ing spirit about her.” 

With a walker, the old¬ 
est living American can 


get around on her own. 
Although her hearing isn’t 
what it used to be, she lis¬ 
tens to music on her stereo. 
She hums the hymns that 
she played on the church 
piano when she was a little 
girl. 

Thompson grew up in 
Pittsburgh and got married 
in 1921. While her husband, 


Ron Thompson, served in 
the Army Air Corps dur¬ 
ing World War II, she ran 
his business, which refined 
used gold. After he served 
22 years in the Pennsylva¬ 
nia House of Representa¬ 
tives, the couple retired to 
Clearwater. 

When her husband died 
in 1986, her son asked her to 
move to California so they 
would be closer. But she 
wanted to stay where her 
friends and home were. Un¬ 
til age 102, she made an an¬ 
nual trip to the West Coast 
to spend Christmas with 
her son, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren. Now 
family visits her instead. 

“It has continued to work 
because she’s well taken 
care of,” her son said. “It’s 
a different world here, and 
she’s so familiar with ev¬ 
erything there. You should 
see how she gets around her 
apartment. She knows ex¬ 
actly where everything is.” 

What is Elsie Thomp¬ 
son’s secret? Researchers 


say it’s mostly in the genes. 

“Biology is the most im¬ 
portant factor,” said Robert 
Young of the Gerontology 
Research Group, a global 
network of experts who 
track “supercentenarians” 
— people who are 110 or 
older. 

It’s a tough group to 
join. Although almost 7 
people per 1,000 live to be 
100, only one in 4 million 
cracks the 110-year barri¬ 
er. Almost all are women, 
according to Dr. Stephen 
Coles, a UCLA gerontolo¬ 
gist who co-founded the 
research group. 

“It’s one thing to be 110. 
It’s another thing to be 113,” 
Young said. 

“If 110 is like being in the 
major leagues, 113 is like the 
all-star team.” 

Only eight people in the 
world have ever seen their 
116th birthdays. Only four 
have lived to be 117. The 
oldest human ever, Jeanne 
Calment of France, made it 
to 122. The oldest person in 
the world currently is Jiro- 
emon Kimura, a 115-year- 
old man.

Ridley and McCormick. “Actions 
speak louder than words,” he said, 
noting both men have given indi¬ 
vidually to the foundation. 

“About $900,000 is already in 
the account, not counting this,” 
Fulcher said, and with pledges 
the foundation has raised nearly 
$1.7 million. One of the ways the 
money will be used is provide 
matching funds so local charities 
can set up endowments. 

“We’ve got really big plans for 
the future with this. This is a re¬ 
ally great day for Henderson. We 
should have had one of these 20 
years ago.” 

Other matters before fiscal 


court on Tuesday included: 

■ Archery range: County 
Engineer Bill Hubiak notified the 
court that the county has been ap¬ 
proved for $50,000 from the state 
Department of Fish and Wildlife, 
which will be used to convert 
about 40 or 50 acres at the Sandy 
Watkins Park into an outdoor ar¬ 
chery range, with three-dimen¬ 
sional targets representing game 
animals. Other improvements will 
include parking, restrooms and 
possibly a pavilion, all of which 
would be open to general use at 
the park. 

■ Mine reclamation: Hu¬ 
biak reported that reclamation 
of Patriot Coal’s shut-down sur¬ 
face mine is proceeding accord¬ 
ing to plan, although “I can’t say 
they’re on schedule” because the

He also noted that Patriot has re¬ 
linquished all of its land leases, 
which indicates the mines will 
not re-open. 

■ Patriot bankruptcy: The 

court passed a resolution in which 
it expressed support for the Unit¬ 
ed Mine Workers, which asks 
that Patriot Coal, Peabody Coal 
and Arch Coal not strip active, 
retired or laid-off miners of their 
health care and pension benefits 
through the Patriot bankruptcy 
proceedings. 

■ Dixon Road: Hubiak re¬ 
ported that the Dixon Road No. 
1 bridge is now in place, although 
wing walls have yet to be installed 
and the re-alignment of the road 
must wait for the weather to im¬ 
prove. 


■ Rescue squad: The court 
approved a resolution affiliating 
itself with the Henderson City- 
County Rescue Squad, which it 
does every year. 

■ Judge’s scholar: Zackery 
M. Rickard, a third-grader at East 
Heights Elementary School, was 
honored by the court. 

■ Business leaders: The court 
passed a resolution naming Fu¬ 
ture Business Leaders of Amer¬ 
ica Week, which marks the first 
time the local chapter has been 
honored by the court, President 
Nikoli Williams said. 

■ Wood chipper: The court 
agreed to buy a wood chipper 
from the Newburgh firm of 
Vermeer of Indiana for $28,496, 
which was the only bid submit¬ 
ted.

The winning team Friday re¬ 
ceives an all-expenses paid trip 
to Washington, D.C., to compete 
in the U.S. Department of Ener¬ 
gy Office of Science’s National 
Science Bowl, set for late April. 
The Office of Science created the 
National Science Bowl 23 years 
ago to interest young people in 
pursuing careers in math and 
science. 

Hardy describes Henderson’s 


chances on Friday as decent, 
though the team is on the young 
side. While Tapp and Hartley 
haven’t done quick recall, the two 
juniors have a year’s more science 
knowledge than sophomores Har¬ 
dy and Gibson. 

“The other teams, I think, are 
going to have seniors who have 
been taking AP science classes 
every year and who do quick re¬ 
call,” Hardy said. 

The team began practicing in 
earnest for the Science Bowl in 
late November. Since then, they 
have met weekly on Tuesdays 


after school. 

The students on Tuesday 
worked out their buzzer fingers 
one last time before regionals, 
though they were short Hart¬ 
ley and alternate Alec Watson. 
The present team members still 
answered dozens of questions 
posed to them by Berenice Ken¬ 
nedy, a science teacher at the 
high school, subbing in for an ill 
Sewell. 

Each of the students have a spe¬ 
cialty field they naturally gravitate 
toward. 

Having scored a 5 on the AP 


chemistry exam as a sophomore, 
Tapp favors that subject. Hardy 
enjoys physics the most, while 
Gibson’s interests lie with com¬ 
puter sciences. 

All the students are new to the 
Science Bowl, but veterans of 
Science Olympiads and academ¬ 
ic teams. Placing in the top five 
would be nice, Hardy said, but 
they don’t have set goals for the 
competition. 

“We all have another year in 
high school, so this is not going 
to be the end for us,” Tapp said.

the possibility. 

The planning commis¬ 
sion also made recommen¬ 
dations on how properties 
on Wathen Lane should be 
zoned should annexation be 
finalized. 

In this case the proposed 
changes would not be sig¬ 
nificant. Most of the land 
— 23. 3 acres — would re¬ 
main agricultural. The ex¬ 
ceptions comprise just over 
four acres currently zoned 
for multifamily residential 
under Henderson County’s 
zoning ordinance. The rec¬ 
ommendation is to zone 
it high-density residential 
under the city’s zoning or¬ 
dinance, which is roughly 
equivalent. 

Those high-density prop¬ 
erties are 8198, 8206, 8216 
and 8222 Wathen Lane, as 
well as a small strip of prop¬ 
erty at 8180 Wathen Lane, 
which are owned by Hig- 
ginson Family LLP. 

The agricultural proper¬ 
ties are 7996 Wathen Lane 
owned by Bernard Troy 
Branson; 8000 Wathen Lane 
owned by Christopher and 
Stacey Gager; 8070 Wathen 
Lane owned by Janet Wal¬ 
lace and 8140 Wathen Lane 
owned by Marvin and Car- 
rilee Hancock. 

Other items on the plan¬ 
ning commission agenda 
Tuesday included: 

■ Legal/audit RFP: 
The planning commission 
agreed to seek requests for 
proposals to provide legal 
and auditing services to the 
commission, which it must 
do every five years or so. 

■ Floodplains: 

GIS analyst Brian Bishop 
was appointed as the city- 
county floodplain admin¬ 
istrator, which means he 
will be the go-to man on 
the community’s new flood 
insurance maps that go into 
effect Feb. 20. 

■ LDC meetings: The 
commission’s Land Devel¬ 
opment Committee has for 
years met at 3 p.m. the third 
Tuesday of the month, but 
decided to change the meet¬ 
ing time to 1:30 p.m. The 
meeting day will remain 
the same. 

■ Klondike Road: The 

planning commission ap¬ 
proved a request from Per¬ 
kins & Perkins Farms and 
Joseph L. Nally to redraw 
property lines for a new lot 
about 9,025 feet from the in¬ 
tersection of Klondike Road 
and Alzey-Uniontown Road 
and about 12,753 feet from 
the intersection of Kentucky 
1574 and Kentucky 136. The 
planning commission’s ap¬ 
proval is needed because the 
land is in a flood hazard area; 
the plat says it will never be 
built on, that it will remain a 
wetland area.

collect $1.5 billion in taxes and 
fees each year, plus $1 billion 
in government grants and pri¬ 
vate donations. Edelen said the 
districts also hold $1.3 billion 
in reserves. 

Edelen said the taxing dis¬ 
tricts represent a “ghost gov¬ 
ernment.” 

“It wasn’t too long ago in 
Kentucky that we had no 
earthly idea how many spe¬ 
cial districts there were, where 
they operated, how they were 
governed, how much they fee, 


tax, spend or hold in reserves,” 
he said. 

Some lawmakers, including 
Thayer, had raised concerns 
about taxing districts in past 
years and had called for legis¬ 
lative action. 

Edelen’s findings generated 
renewed interest in the issue. 

Edelen’s staff found that 
about 40 percent of the taxing 
districts required to submit 
budgets to elected leaders in 
fiscal year 2011 did not, and 
just 55 percent with revenues 
or expenditures exceeding 
$750,000 underwent annual 
audits. 

Besides improved oversight, 


Stumbo’s proposal also would 
create a centralized registry 
for taxing districts so that 
taxpayers and government 
agencies can determine just 
how many of them exist in 
Kentucky. 

Stumbo and Edelen touted 
the provision that would re¬ 
quire leaders of local taxing 
districts to undergo ethics 
training and to answer to a lo¬ 
cal ethics commission. 

“It’s a fundamental bit of 
commonsense that anybody 
who has the ability to fee and 
tax and spend in the name of 
the taxpayer ought to be ac¬ 
countable to an ethics code,” 


Edelen said. 

Lawmakers have a litany of 
other issues pending, includ¬ 
ing a proposal to shore up the 
financially troubled pension 
system for government retir¬ 
ees. 

Lawmakers want to pump 
more money into pensions to 
eliminate a $33 billion unfund¬ 
ed liability, but they haven’t 
identified where the cash 
would come from. 

Some proponents believe 
that a separate proposal to re¬ 
form the state’s tax code could 
hold the answer. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, who 
is to deliver his State of the 


Commonwealth speech today, 
has urged lawmakers to deal 
with the pension issue and 
pass tax reforms this year. 

A panel of experts appoint¬ 
ed by Beshear to review the 
state’s tax code proposed a 
model that would generate 
about $690 million a year in 
additional revenue. 

State Rep. Jim Wayne, a 
Louisville Democrat who 
served on the tax panel, said 
the state’s current tax code is 
outdated. 

He filed tax reform legisla¬ 
tion Tuesday that would boost 
state revenues by more than 
$800 million a year.

of March” so erection of 
the steel buildings with 
brick facades can begin, 
Ebelhar said. 

“Our goal is to have 
tentative completion in 
August, when custom¬ 
ers will place orders for 
spring seed,” he said. 

On the remaining 
ground, the company 
will plant corn and soy¬ 
beans for field trials. 
Beck’s buried plastic 
drainage tile on the prop¬ 
erty last fall that, during 
dry periods, can be used 
to study the effective¬ 
ness of subterranean 
irrigation practices by 
pumping water through 
the tile. 

“It’s more efficient 
than overhead sprin¬ 
klers” because less water 
is lost to evaporation, Eb¬ 
elhar said. 

A family-owned 
company, Beck’s mar¬ 
kets seed in the eastern 


portion of America’s 
corn belt, including in 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, western Ten¬ 
nessee and southeastern 
Missouri. 

The Henderson op¬ 
eration will serve the 
southern portion of the 
company’s footprint. 

In some cases, Beck’s 
will conduct field tests 
on customers’ own 
farms. It will also host 
educational meetings 
for farmers, including an 
annual field show on the 
first Tuesday of August 
that could draw 1,000 
visitors, Ebelhar said. 

The company, he said, 
will work with farmers 
to help them produce 
bigger crops using less 
fertilizer and pesticides. 
Beck’s also will work to 
develop new varieties of 
seeds, from genetically 
modified seeds that are 
resistant to insects to 
conventional hybrids 
that are more tolerant of 
drought. 

The center’s building 


will include a meeting 
room that can accom¬ 
modate groups of up to 
120 to 180 people. 

Beck’s intends to make 
the room available for 
meetings by the FFA, 


4-H, organizations such 
as corn or beef produc¬ 
ers, schools, community 
organizations and oth¬ 
ers. 

“We’ve been in 
talks with the FFA at 


Henderson County High 
School to help them 
manage their land lab 
between the (Chase 
Fulcher) Archery Cen¬ 
ter and the tennis courts” 
across Gardenmile Road 


from the Beck’s complex, 
Ebelhar said.

“He’s leaving the door 
slightly open, but it’s un¬ 
likely,” Mozeliak said of 
Carpenter’s return. 

Carpenter’s career num¬ 
bers don’t reflect his value to 
the team. He is 144-94 with 
a 3.76 ERA in a career that 
began in Toronto in 1997. 
He spent six seasons with 
the Blue Jays and nine in St. 
Louis. He won the 2005 NL 
Cy Young Award, going 21-5 
with a 2.83 ERA, and was 
second in 2009 after going 
17-4 with a 2.24 ERA.

Coaches 
evaluating 
character in 
recruiting

The high school janitor 
could be one of the most 
important people in col¬ 
lege football recruiting. 

Coaches must evaluate 
more than just 40-yard 
dash times and tackling 
technique when they de¬ 
cide whether to offer a 
scholarship. A player’s 
success often rests as 
much on whether he works 
hard in practice and stays 
out of trouble off the field. 

“It’s a big deal because 
the character and quality 
of the person directly cor¬ 
relates to how much bet¬ 
ter that guy will get in your 
program,” Rutgers coach 
Kyle Flood said. 

And the people who of¬ 
fer the best takes on that 
guy’s character may be the 
folks he passes in the hall¬ 
way every day. 

“We obviously want 
kids who can play, but we’d 
much rather have a little 
less talent and more char¬ 
acter,” Mississippi coach 
Hugh Freeze said. 

On Wednesday, high 
school stars around the 
country will sign their 
letters of intent to play 
college football, as fans 
breathlessly await the 
final decisions and pore 
over the rankings. Yet look 
back four or five years, and 
many of the highly rated 
recruiting classes will 
have produced more busts 
than All-Americans. 

Sure, in some cases it 
will turn out that the play¬ 
er wasn’t fast enough or 
strong enough to thrive in 
big-time college football. 
Coaches watch video, at¬ 
tend games and hold sum¬ 
mer camps to try to deter¬ 
mine that. 

A hazier task is seeking 
to predict how a teenager 
will mature over the next 
several years. And coaches 
lament that they don’t get 
to spend much time with 
recruits to gauge that. 

“If you have people in¬ 
volved, there are going to 
be mistakes and errors,” 
Clemson coach Dabo 
Swinney said recently. 
“You’re projecting young 
people, and young people 
change. You take them and 
put them in a different en¬ 
vironment — some of 
them adjust, some of them 
don’t. Some take the next 
step, some of them don’t. 
Some of them lose their 
focus and get distracted. 
There are girls and there 
are parties.” 

The NCAA recently 
loosened its rules to al¬ 
low coaches to communi¬ 
cate more with prospects 
through phone calls and 
text messages, with the 
changes taking effect Aug. 
1. Assistants can also now 
spend more time visiting 
high schools. 

But a proposal was ta¬ 
bled that would have let 
coaches start contacting 
recruits beginning July 
1 between their sopho¬ 
more and junior years. 
The current rules don’t 
permit communication 
to begin until after 11th 
grade.

BALTIMORE - Baltimore 
celebrated with its Super 
Bowl champion Ravens on 
Tuesday, with thousands 
of fans in purple lining 
the streets of Charm City 
and packing the team’s sta¬ 
dium for a celebration. 

Fans filled the square 
in front of City Hall and 
cheered when the team 
arrived and when players 
held the silver Lombardi 
trophy aloft. 

Coach John Harbaugh 
thanked the fans for their 
support, and safety Ed 
Reed sang the melody of 
Eddie Money’s “Two Tick¬ 
ets to Paradise.” Retiring 
middle linebacker Ray 
Lewis, the only current 
player to have started with 
the team when it came to 
the city from Cleveland in 
1996, told fans the team 
had fulfilled a promise to 
go to New Orleans and 
win. 

“The city of Baltimore 
— I love you for ever and 
ever and ever and ever,” 
Lewis told fans in front of 
City Hall. 

The players were about 
an hour late arriving, but 
fans waited to see them 
pile into military vehicles 
and set off on their drive to 
the stadium. The city shot 
off purple and white con¬ 
fetti as the parade started 
and the Queen song “We 
Are the Champions” 
played over a loudspeaker. 


Quarterback Joe Flacco 
and several other players 
rode in their own camou¬ 
flage-colored military ve¬ 
hicles, while others stood 
on a float decorated like a 
football field with a yellow 
goal post. 

Lewis had a position of 
honor in a military vehicle 
that brought up the end of 
the procession. He touched 
his hand to his heart and 
gave fans a double thumbs- 
up as he started on the pa¬ 
rade route. Fans followed 
behind, surrounding the 
back of the vehicle. 

Fans wore every ar¬ 
ticle of purple clothing 
imaginable. In addition 
to team jerseys, people 
were dressed in purple 
hats and scarves, purple 
Mardi Gras beads, purple 
wigs. One man wore a Ra¬ 
vens flag as a cape, and 
many women came wear¬ 
ing purple lipstick and eye 
shadow. 

Lewis Neal, 59, who was 
born and raised in Balti¬ 
more, was decked out in 
a purple tie and vest to 
purple pants and shoes. 
He said he went to the pa¬ 
rade after the team won its 
first Super Bowl champi¬ 
onship in 2001. This time 
was smaller, he said, but 
still special. 

“My heart goes out for 
them,” said Lewis, who 
said he had tears in his 
eyes Sunday when the 
team beat the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers 34-31. 

Nancy Monseaux, 


63, a Baltimore resident 
for nearly four decades, 
cheered the team on Pratt 
Street, where fans lined 
the sidewalk five or more 
people deep in some plac¬ 
es. Monseaux, who held a 
sign that said “Doubt the 
Ravens nevermore,” said 
she wanted to come to 
show her support for the 
team. 

“These boys earned 
it,” she said of the victory, 
cheering as members of 
the team passed. 

Some fans along the pa¬ 
rade route said they also 
planned to go to the team’s 
M&T Bank Stadium. But 
the stadium, which usu¬ 
ally seats 71,000, reached 
capacity around 12:30 p.m., 
a police spokesman said, 
and late-arriving fans were 
turned away. 

When the team did 


arrive, they treated fans 
to a thank-you celebration 
that lasted just over a half 
an hour. Lewis emerged 
from a tunnel onto the 
field, handed off the Lom¬ 
bardi trophy and did his 
signature dance, “The 
Squirrel.” He thanked fans 
for their love of the team 
and said he wanted to win 
the Super Bowl to repay 
Baltimore for everything 
it’s done for him. 

“There is no place on 
this earth that’s better 
than Baltimore,” he told 
the crowd. 

Flacco, the Super Bowl’s 
most valuable player, also 
addressed fans. 

“Baltimore, we did it. 
Super Bowl champs, baby,” 
he said.

Kaepemick vows to take 49ers back

SANTA CLARA, Calif. - Still 
steaming over the Super 
Bowl loss, Colin Kaeper¬ 
nick packed up his belong¬ 
ings in the 49ers locker 
room and made plans 
with teammates to work 
out this offseason. 

They won’t have to wait 
long. 

Kaepernick said Tues¬ 
day that he’ll be training 
in the Atlanta area within 
a week, and the strong- 
armed and fleet-footed 
quarterback will bring 
some of his receivers 
along with him. All of it is 
part of Kaepernick’s quick 
evolution from backup to 
starter that will continue 
when he enters training 
camp as the unquestioned 
franchise star. 

After losing 34-31 to 
the Baltimore Ravens in 
New Orleans on Sunday, 
Kaepernick summed up 
his breakout second sea¬ 
son “as not being good 
enough.” He said the Su¬ 
per Bowl loss will stick 
with him “for the rest of 
my life.” 

“It’s good to get the 


experience,” Kaepernick 
said. “We should have 
won that game regardless, 
though.” 

A man of few words and 
a lot of yards, Kaepernick’s 
potential might give 49ers 
fans reason to be optimis¬ 
tic more than anything fol¬ 
lowing the first Super Bowl 
loss in the franchise’s sto¬ 
ried history. 

Kaepernick threw for 
1,814 yards and 10 touch¬ 
downs with three inter¬ 
ceptions in the regular 
season, starting seven 
games after taking over for 
Alex Smith, who will likely 
be traded or released in the 
coming months to clear 
salary-cap space. He also 
ran for 415 yards and five 
touchdowns. 

Kaepernick really ran 
away with his new role in 
the playoffs. 

As San Francisco start¬ 
ed utilizing more of the 
Pistol offense he made 
famous at Nevada, Kaepe¬ 
rnick threw for 798 yards 
and four touchdowns in 
three postseason games. 
He also ran for 264 yards 
and three scores, includ¬ 
ing a quarterback-playoff 
record 181 yards rushing in 


a divisional-round victory 
over Green Bay. 

“He was fantastic the 
entire season,” 49ers coach 
Jim Harbaugh said. “The 
stage was not too big for 
him. He competed at the 
highest level and played 
extremely well. He showed 
a lot of poise, a lot of lead¬ 
ership the entire game. I 
can’t say enough, really. 
With Colin, it’s always just 
appropriate. 

“He’s got the appropri¬ 
ate amount of competi¬ 
tive fire when you need 
competitive fire. He’s got 
the appropriate amount of 
happy and joy when it’s the 
right time to have that. He 
plays the game. You just 


really feel him playing the 
game, upset when it’s the 
right time to be upset. And 
he does that with his own 
personality. I really be¬ 
lieve that’s the way people 
should play.” 

Coming up 5 yards short 
in the Super Bowl will still 
haunt Kaepernick forever. 

He added only a few 
more new details on the 
final, fourth-down play. 
He said he audibled to the 
corner fade to Michael 
Crabtree once Baltimore 
showed blitz. 

Crabtree got tangled 
up with cornerback Jim¬ 
my Smith, and Harbaugh 
begged and pleaded with 
officials from the sideline 


for a flag that never came. 
Kaepernick remained tes¬ 
ty and defiant when ques¬ 
tioned about his decision. 

“I’ll take Crab one-on- 
one with anybody,” he 
said, tersely. 

■ San Francisco 
49ers coach Jim Har¬ 
baugh will make it a pri¬ 
ority to re-sign franchise 
safety Dashon Goldson to 
a long-term contract this 
offseason — something 
the defender believes he 
has more than earned after 
helping his team reach the 
Super Bowl. 

“He’s somebody that I 
think you reward,” Har¬ 
baugh said Tuesday fol¬ 
lowing his final team 
meeting of the season be¬ 
fore players parted ways. 

The 28-year-old Gold- 
son has played on one- 
year contracts the past 
two seasons, including the 
2012 franchise tag of $6.2 
million, and made it clear 
he’s “not for that” again. 
He had 69 tackles, three 
interceptions and a forced 
fumble this season. 

Goldson was among the 
players scheduled to meet 
with general manager 
Trent Baalke on Tuesday 
as they packed up their 
lockers and headed out 
for the offseason follow¬ 
ing Sunday’s 34-31 loss to 
Baltimore in New Orleans. 


Superdome power an issue before big game

NEW ORLEANS - Concerned 
the Superdome might not 
be able to handle the en¬ 
ergy needed for its first Su¬ 
per Bowl since Hurricane 
Katrina, officials spent 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars on upgrades to de¬ 
cayed utility lines, accord¬ 
ing to documents obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

The improvements ap¬ 
parently weren’t enough, 
however, to prevent an em¬ 
barrassing and puzzling 
34-minute power outage 
during the third quarter 
of the game between the 
Baltimore Ravens and San 
Francisco 49ers on Sunday. 

Two days later, officials 
still had not pinpointed 
the cause of the outage. 


The Superdome’s manage¬ 
ment company, SMG, and 
the utility that supplies the 
stadium, Entergy New Or¬ 
leans, announced Tuesday 
that they would hire out¬ 
side experts to investigate. 

“We wanted to leave 
no stone unturned,” En¬ 
tergy spokesman Chanel 
Lagarde told the AP. He 
said the two companies 
had not been able to reach 
a conclusion on the cause 
and wanted a third-party 
analysis. 

“We thought it was im¬ 
portant to get another par¬ 
ty looking at this to make 
sure we were looking at 
everything that we need 
to examine,” Lagarde said. 

SMG Vice President 
Doug Thornton told a 
news conference at City 
Hall later Tuesday that the 
hiring of a third party does 


not signify a disagreement 
between SMG and Enter¬ 
gy* 

“It’s important for us to 
have total transparency 
and we have agreed among 
ourselves that we will ex¬ 
change records,” Thornton 
said. “We were metering 
the power. They were do¬ 
ing the same on their side. 
We need to figure out what 
the root cause of this is and 
fix it.” 

Documents obtained 
Monday through a re¬ 
cords request by The As¬ 
sociated Press show that 
Superdome officials wor¬ 
ried months ago about los¬ 
ing power during the NFL 
championship. 

Tests on the electrical 
feeders that connect in¬ 
coming power from util¬ 
ity lines to the stadium 
showed decay and “a 


chance of failure,” state of¬ 
ficials warned in a memo 
dated Oct. 15. The docu¬ 
ments, obtained by the AP 
through a records request, 
also show that Entergy ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 
reliability of the service 
before the Super Bowl. 

The memo said Entergy 
and the Superdome’s en¬ 
gineering staff “had con¬ 
cerns regarding the reli¬ 
ability of the Dome service 
from Entergy’s connection 
point to the Dome.” 

The memo was prepared 
for the Louisiana Stadium & 
Exposition District, the state 
body responsible for the Su¬ 
perdome. 

Authorities subsequent¬ 
ly authorized spending 
nearly $1 million on Su¬ 
perdome improvements, 
including more than 
$600,000 for upgrading 


the dome’s electrical feed¬ 
er cable system, work that 
was done in December. 

“As discussed in previ¬ 
ous board meetings, this 
enhancement is necessary 
to maintain both the Super- 
dome and the New Orleans 
Arena as top tier facilities, 
and to ensure that we do 
not experience any electri¬ 
cal issues during the Super 
Bowl,” said an LSED docu¬ 
ment dated Dec. 19. 

Superdome commission 
records show a $513,250 
contract to replace feeder 
cables was awarded to All- 
star Electric, a company 
based in suburban New 
Orleans. 

Arthur Westbrook, All¬ 
star’s project manager for 
the job, referred all ques¬ 
tions about possible causes 
of the outage to the man¬ 
agement company. 


Pagano 
feels lucky 
after bout 
with cancer

INDIANAPOLIS - Chuck Pa¬ 
gano walks into the Colts 
complex now and looks 
like his old self. 

The graying goatee is 
back. The salt-and-pepper 
hair on top of his head is 
slowly returning. The 
clothes fit, and the 52-year- 
old coach is eagerly look¬ 
ing toward 
his second 
season in 
the NFL af¬ 
ter staring 
down the 
biggest op¬ 
ponent of 
his life — 
cancer. 

“You 
never think 
anything like this is going 
to happen to you. We all 
think we’re invincible,” Pa¬ 
gano told The Associated 
Press. “You see it a lot, you 
read about it a lot, but you 
never think you’re going 
to fall victim to something 
like this.” 

Some people might be 
tempted to label Pagano 
the unluckiest man in 
football in 2012. He barely 
missed reaching the Super 
Bowl, lost Peyton Manning 
before he ever coached a 
game and was diagnosed 
with leukemia three weeks 
into his first season as a 
head coach. 

Pagano, however, con¬ 
siders himself the luckiest 
guy in football. 

He realizes now that if 
Baltimore had beaten New 
England last January, he 
would not have been hired 
by the Colts. Without be¬ 
ing in Indianapolis, he 
never would have had Dr. 
Larry Cripe on his medi¬ 
cal team or seen his old 
pal, Bruce Arians, presid¬ 
ing over one of the greatest 
turnarounds in NFL histo¬ 
ry while Pagano was fight¬ 
ing for his life. He couldn’t 
have started this rebuild¬ 
ing project with Andrew 
Luck, either. 

He’s lucky, too, that his 
persistent wife, Tina, kept 
pushing him to see a doc¬ 
tor for the unexplained 
bruises, lucky he had a city 
and a state full of people 
rooting as hard for him 
as they did for his team 
and lucky Indy’s bye week 
came so early so he could 
seek medical care. 

“You’d love for it (the 
bye) to come somewhere 
in the middle (of the 
schedule) in case you have 
injuries and things like 
that so you can rest up and 
get ready for the rest of 
the season,” Pagano said. 
“Thank God it was where 
it was because I probably 
never would have taken 
the time. You know in 
coaching, it’s not like you 
can just call in sick, and so 
again, by the grace of God, 
it was after the third ball- 
game and I went in and got 
checked out, and I’m glad 
I did.” 

■ Organizers in In¬ 
dianapolis plan to run a 
clean, positive campaign 
to win a bid for the 2018 
Super Bowl. 

Instead of focusing 
on the game-day seating 
problems that plagued 
Dallas two years ago or 
the power outage in New 
Orleans that forced a 
34-minute delay during 
Sunday’s game, Indiana 
Sports Corp. president 
Allison Melangton wants 
to tout why Indy would be 
the ideal choice to host its 
second Super Bowl this 
decade. 

“That’s not been our 
style,” Melangton said 
Tuesday on the anniver¬ 
sary of the New York Gi¬ 
ants’ Super Bowl win in 
Indy. “Typically, when 
we’ve been bidding on 
all our events, we’ve 
pointed out why they 
should come to Indy and 
not why they should not 
go somewhere else, and 
it’s worked for us. So why 
change now?” 

Indy has a long and suc¬ 
cessful track record of 
hosting some of America’s 
biggest sporting events.

U.S. sues S&P over pre-crisis mortgage ratings

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
government is accusing 
the debt rating agency 
Standard & Poor’s of fraud 
for giving high ratings to 
risky mortgage bonds that 
helped bring about the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

The government filed a 
civil complaint late Mon¬ 
day against S&P, the first 
enforcement action the 
government has taken 
against a major rating 
agency related to the fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

S&P, a unit of New York- 
based McGraw-Hill Cos., 
has denied wrongdoing. It 
says the government also 
failed to predict the sub¬ 
prime mortgage crisis. 

But the government’s 
lawsuit paints a picture 
of a company that misled 


investors knowingly, more 
concerned about making 
money than about accu¬ 
rate ratings. 

It says S&P delayed up¬ 
dating its ratings models, 
rushed through the rat¬ 
ings process and was fully 
aware that the subprime 
market was flailing even 
as it gave high marks to 
investments made of sub- 
prime mortgages. In 2007, 
one analyst forwarded 
a video of himself sing¬ 
ing and dancing to a tune 
about the deterioration of 
the subprime market, with 
colleagues laughing. 

Ratings agencies like 
S&P are a key part of the 
financial crisis narrative. 
When banks and other 
financial firms wanted to 
package mortgages into 
securities and sell them 
to investors, they would 
come to a ratings agency 
to get a rating for the 


security. 

Many securities made 
of risky subprime mort¬ 
gages got high ratings, 
giving even the more 


conservative investors, 
like pension funds, the 
confidence to buy them. 

Those investors suf¬ 
fered huge losses when 


housing prices plunged 
and many borrowers de¬ 
faulted on their mortgage 
payments. 

This arrangement has a 
major conflict of interest, 
the government’s lawsuit 
says. 

The firms that issued 
the securities could shop 
around for whichever rat¬ 
ings agency would give 
them the best rating. So 
the agencies could give 
high ratings just to get 
business. 

The government’s law¬ 
suit says that “S&P’s desire 
for increased revenue and 
market share ... led S&P 
to downplay and disre¬ 
gard the true extent of the 
credit risks” posed by the 
investments it was rating. 

According to the law¬ 
suit, S&P was constantly 
trying to keep the finan¬ 
cial firms — its clients — 
happy. 


A 2007 PowerPoint 
presentation on its rat¬ 
ings model said that be¬ 
ing “business friendly” 
was a central component, 
according to the govern¬ 
ment. 

In a 2004 document, ex¬ 
ecutives said they would 
poll investors as part of 
the process for choosing 
a rating. 

“Are you implying that 
we might actually reject 
or stifle ‘superior analyt¬ 
ics’ for market consider¬ 
ations?” one executive 
wrote back. “...What is 
‘market perspective’? 
Does this mean we are to 
review our proposed crite¬ 
ria changes with investors, 
issuers and investment 
bankers?... (W)e NEVER 
poll them as to content or 
acceptability!” 

The lawsuit says this 
executive’s concerns were 
ignored.

Dell founder leading 
$24.4 billion purchase

SAN FRANCISCO -Slumping 
personal computer maker 
Dell is bowing out of the 
stock market in a $24.4 bil¬ 
lion buyout that represents 
the largest deal of its kind 
since the Great Recession 
dried up the financing for 
such risky maneuvers. 

The complex agreement 
announced Tuesday will 
allow Dell Inc.’s manage¬ 
ment, including founder 
Michael Dell, to attempt 
a company turnaround 
away from the glare and 
financial pressures of Wall 
Street. 

Dell stockholders will 
be paid $13.65 per share 
to leave the company on 
its own. That’s 25 percent 
more than the $10.88 the 
stock was going for before 
word of the buyout talks 
trickled out last month. 
But it’s a steep markdown 
from the shares’ price of 
$26 less than five years 
ago, when the company’s 


eponymous founder Mi¬ 
chael Dell returned for a 
second go-round as CEO. 

Dell’s decision to go 
private is a reflection of 
the tough times facing the 
personal computer indus¬ 
try as more technology 
spending flows toward 
smartphones and tablet 
computers. PC sales fell 3.5 
percent last year, accord¬ 
ing to the research group 
Gartner Inc., the first an¬ 
nual decline in more than a 
decade. What’s more, tab¬ 
let computers are expected 
to outsell laptops this year. 

The shift has weakened 
long-time stalwarts such 
as Dell, fellow PC maker 
Hewlett-Packard Co., chip 
maker Intel Corp. and Mi¬ 
crosoft Corp. 

Once Dell’s sale is fi¬ 
nalized, its stock will stop 
trading on the Nasdaq 
Stock Market. 

Microsoft Corp. is help¬ 
ing the deal along by lend¬ 
ing $2 billion to the buyers, 
which include investment 
firm Silver Lake.

BP said that net profit 
fell to $1.62 billion in the 


three months ending Dec. 
31, down from $7.69 bil¬ 
lion in the same period 
the year before. BP took a 
loss of $3.85 billion for its 
settlement of all federal 
criminal charges with the 
U.S. government.

Toyota raises 
annual forecasts 

Toyota Motor Corp. 
raised its fiscal year profit 
forecast Tuesday to triple 
what it eked out for the 
disaster-struck previous 
year, as the world’s top 
automaker continued on 
a comeback roll as sales 
surged, especially in the 
U.S. 

Toyota’s October-De- 
cember profit jumped 23 
percent to 99.91 billion yen 
($1.09 billion), compared 
to the same period the pre¬ 
vious year. Quarterly sales 
edged up 9 percent to 5.3 
trillion yen ($58 billion). 

Underlining its solid 
recovery, Toyota is now 
expecting fiscal year prof¬ 
it of 860 billion yen ($9.3 
billion). It had initially 
expected a 780 billion yen 
($8.5 billion) profit. It had 
marked a 283.5 billion yen 
profit through March 2012. 


Growth in U.S. service sector slowed in January, but hiring was up

WASHINGTON -Growth at 
U.S. service companies 
slowed slightly in January 
behind weaker new orders 
and business activity. 

But hiring improved, a 
bright sign for the econo¬ 
my. 

The Institute for Supply 


Management said Tuesday 
that its index of non-man¬ 
ufacturing activity dipped 
to 55.2 in January. That’s 
down from 55.7 in Decem¬ 
ber, which was the highest 
level in nearly a year. Any 
reading above 50 indicates 
expansion. 

The modest decline 
from December’s strong 


reading suggests the in¬ 
dustry was not greatly 
hampered by an increase 
in Social Security taxes 
that reduced take-home 
pay for most Americans. 

Companies didn’t single 
out the rise in payroll tax¬ 
es in the survey, Anthony 
Nieves, chair of the ISM’s 
survey committee, said 


during a conference call 
with reporters. 

The report measures 
growth in industries that 
cover 90 percent of the 
work force, including re¬ 
tail, construction, health 
care and financial ser¬ 
vices.

Dear Dr. Roach: I read 
that plastic bottles can be 
dangerous for your health. 
Do I need to worry about 
drinking water from plas¬ 
tic bottles?

Dear T.M.: I think you 
are talking about bisphe- 
nol A, or BPA, a substance 
that can have some of the 
same effects as the female 
hormone estradiol. 

BPA has effects on many 
organ systems of the body, 
if absorbed in high-enough 
doses. The concern has 
been great enough that 
both the United States and 
Canada have banned the 
use of BPA in baby bottles.

Hillary Clinton’s political career on hold? 


■ Health issues, Benghazi may have put 
2016 presidential run in different light

WASHINGTON - Hillary 
Rodham Clinton’s plan for 
2013 was simple. 

She’d embark on an 
epic swansong around 
the world as secretary of 
state, a dizzying itinerary 
of east-west and north- 
south flights that would 
take her past 1 million 
miles in the air at the helm 
of American diplomacy 
and perhaps break her 
own record of 112 coun¬ 
tries visited while in the 
post. Then, there would be 
a long rest, time and work 
with her husband, former 
President Bill Clinton, on 
development issues and a 
sequel to her 2003 memoir 
“Living History.” 

Finally, she’d make a 
destiny-defining deci¬ 
sion: whether to try again 
to become America’s first 
female president. 

Her health got in the way: 
a nasty stomach virus while 
returning from a weeklong 
trip to Europe, exhaustion, 
severe dehydration, a faint, 
a fall and a concussion that 
led to a brief hospitalization 
when doctors discovered a 
blood clot near her brain. 
The woman who’d seemed 
to lay the perfect ground¬ 
work for another presiden¬ 
tial bid — indeed, who’d 
made a life carving out her 
own path — was sidelined 
by circumstances beyond 
her control. 

It was a rare sign of 
vulnerability in what had 
been a carefully charted 
four years of often gruel¬ 
ing overseas travel and be¬ 
hind-the-scenes politics, 
where as a peace media¬ 
tor, international enforcer 
and global ambassador of 
America she fully emerged 
from the giant shadow of 
her husband. But it was not 
the only sign.

The deadly terrorist at¬ 
tack on the U.S. Consul¬ 
ate in Benghazi, Libya, on 
Sept. 11, 2012, revealed an 
episode of State Depart¬ 
ment miscommunication 
on her watch that could 
feed into her diplomatic 
legacy and give future po¬ 
litical opponents, should 
she return to politics, an 
opening to exploit. 

And so, when she tes¬ 
tified to Congress about 
the attack, both the drive 
and the drama forever as¬ 
sociated with the Clintons 
were suddenly back. In the 
final spectacle of a diplo¬ 
matic career that ended 
Friday when John Kerry 
succeeded her, she would 
not be browbeaten. 

Pressed perhaps once 
too often on why the terror¬ 
ist assault was miscast as a 


public protest in the days 
afterward, Clinton went 
after her Republican in¬ 
quisitor with her voice ris¬ 
ing and quivering in anger. 
“What difference, at this 
point, does it make?” she 
demanded. “It is our job to 
figure out what happened 
and do everything we can 
to prevent it from ever hap¬ 
pening again, Senator.” 

Last Thursday, Clinton 
denounced those who still 
insist the administration 
lied about the attack. 

“There are some people 
in politics and in the press 
who can’t be confused by 
the facts,” she told The As¬ 
sociated Press in her last 
one-on-one interview as 
secretary of state. “They 
just will not live in an ev¬ 
idence-based world. And 
that’s regrettable. It’s re¬ 
grettable for our political 
system and for the people 
who serve our government 
in very dangerous, difficult 
circumstances.” 

Whatever the merits of 
the arguments, Clinton’s 
responses confirmed she 
had lost none of the vigor 
that had taken her from 
defeated Democratic Par¬ 
ty presidential candidate 
to one of the world’s most 
popular and recognizable 
women. 

And, it suggested that 
despite her recent health 
troubles, the former sena¬ 
tor and first lady was intent 
on keeping her political 
future in her own hands, 
even as she laughed off at¬ 
tempts to coronate her as a 
candidate-in-waiting. 

“I am still secretary of 
state, so I’m out of poli¬ 
tics,” Clinton told CBS’ 
“60 Minutes” in a joint 
interview with President 
Barack Obama last week¬ 
end. She cracked: “I’m for¬ 
bidden from even hearing 
these questions.” 

But as Clinton was leav¬ 
ing office, the very appear¬ 
ance of two former foes 
so close and so amicable 
only seemed to underscore 
Clinton’s eventual succes¬ 
sion — if she wants it. 

WEIGHING 2016 

Even before her ail¬ 
ments, people close to her 
were debating the pros and 
cons of another presiden¬ 
tial run. Would it be worth 
the cost in time, energy 
and especially money — 
her 2008 campaign debt 
was just retired in Janu¬ 
ary — and would it spark a 
new round of personal at¬ 
tacks on her, her husband 
and her character? 

Polls show her as the 
popular favorite for 2016; 
no Democrat is better 
placed right now to unify 
the party. With instant 
national appeal and the 
highest approval ratings 
of her political career, she 


would also presumably 
have a head start on any 
Republican candidate in 
a general election. And at 
age 69, she’d hardly be too 
old to lead. She’d be five 
years younger than Vice 
President Joe Biden, a pos¬ 
sible party rival. 

Yet any sense of inevi¬ 
tably is decidedly prema¬ 
ture. After all, Clinton was 
considered the prohibitive 
favorite for the 2008 Dem¬ 
ocratic nomination for 
several years, right up un¬ 
til Obama beat her in Iowa. 
Like Obama, some of the 
potential contenders for 
2016 are largely unknown 
quantities whose strengths 
cannot yet be measured. 

There’s no question 
Clinton’s years as a well- 
regarded senator and es¬ 
pecially her statesmanship 
in the Obama administra¬ 
tion have lifted her above 
the partisan fray and im¬ 
proved her standing with 
the public. Her favorability 
rating in polls is at its high¬ 
est point in her career, 67 
percent in a recent Wash¬ 
ington Post-ABC survey, 
indicating that the polar¬ 
ization that marked her 
years in the White House, 
seen again in the 2008 
campaign, has been over¬ 
come. 

Some of that hard- 
earned respect would 
vanish the moment she 
re-emerges as the face of 
the Democratic Party and 
becomes a critical player 
in rancorous debates over 
immigration, abortion, 
debt, taxes, health care 
and more. 

Inevitably, she would in 
some ways revert to the di¬ 
visive personality, who — 
fairly or unfairly — in the 
1990s inspired a massive 
campaign to defeat her 
“Hillarycare” health over¬ 
haul and became the first 
president’s wife to appear 
before a grand jury when 
called on by the White- 
water investigation. That 
probe, the White House 
travel office firings, her 
feminist positions and the 
many donors to her hus¬ 
band’s campaigns invited 
to stay at the White House 
made some voters cynical 
about the Clintons’ integ¬ 
rity and moved critics to 
go after her in strikingly 
personal terms. 

Columnist William 
Safire, for one, famously 
labeled her “a congenital 
liar.” 

Clinton, of course, 
wasn’t one to shy away 
from confrontation her¬ 
self. 

In the 2008 campaign, 
she called Obama a “slum 
landlord” representative 
and called out the Illinois 
senator with the riposte 
“Shame on you, Barack 
Obama.” A decade earlier,

she dismissed talk of her 
husband’s infidelity as part 
of a “vast right-wing con¬ 
spiracy” that had dogged 
him for years. 

A MANGLED TALE 

Now, reaction to the at¬ 
tack on the U.S. Consul¬ 
ate in Libya, in particular, 
is being looked at by her 
allies as a cautionary tale 
of the tone that awaits any 
future presidential bid. 
Although no investiga¬ 
tion has specifically fault¬ 
ed Clinton or backed up 
claims of a conspiracy by 
the Obama administration 
to provide disinformation 
about the assault, Beng¬ 
hazi’s timing in the final 
weeks of a close presiden¬ 
tial contest led to bitter 
and personal criticism of 
Clinton in the blogosphere, 
on cable television and on 
Capitol Hill. 

It went so far that some 
critics suggested she was 
faking a “diplomatic ill¬ 
ness,” as John Bolton, a 
former U.N. ambassador 
for President George W. 
Bush, put it, to avoid testi¬ 
fying on Benghazi. 

“There is an obligation 
here, especially if Secre¬ 
tary Clinton decides to run 
for president, to indicate 
what happened,” Bolton 
said. 

With the country press¬ 
ing for answers after Am¬ 
bassador Chris Stevens 
and three other Ameri¬ 
cans were killed in the 
Benghazi attack, Clinton 
left the difficult task of 
presenting the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s response 
to Susan Rice, America’s 
U.N. envoy and her would- 
be successor as secretary 
of state. 

Relying on talking 
points drafted by U.S. in¬ 
telligence, Rice delivered 
the now-retracted version 
of the consulate siege as 
a protest hijacked by ex¬ 
tremists, with no evidence 


to suggest the attack was 
premeditated. Three 
months later, Rice was 
forced to withdraw from 
consideration to succeed 
Clinton because of fierce 
criticism from Republi¬ 
cans in the Senate. 

WHAT’S NEXT? 

Clinton seems not to 
have made up her mind on 
a presidential run, although 
she insists, seemingly less 
strenuously than before, 
that she is through with 
the high-wire of politics. 
Certainly many of her sup¬ 
porters, who just days ago 
launched a super PAC to 
support another presiden¬ 
tial run, want her to go for it. 

At a September meeting 
in New York, Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netan¬ 
yahu asked her: “What are 
you going to do?” It was an 
apparent reference to her 
post-secretary plans. Clin¬ 
ton shook her head and 
said, “I don’t know.” 

Asked on the eve of her 
departure from the State 
Department if she still had 
contributions to make, she 
replied “Absolutely,” but 


stressed that the how and 
when were not yet clear. 

“I haven’t decided yet,” 
she told the AP. “I really 
haven’t yet. I have deliber¬ 
ately cabined it off. I am go¬ 
ing to be secretary of state 
until the very last minute 
when I walk out the door. 
And then I am going to 
take the weekend off and 
then I may start thinking 
about all the various offers 
and requests and ideas that 
have come my way.” 

In the final months of 
her tenure as secretary of 
state, Clinton helped se¬ 
cure a cease-fire between 
Israel and the Palestinian 
militant group Hamas in 
the Gaza Strip and ordered 
a series of changes in the 
operations of her depart¬ 
ment in response to the 
Benghazi attack. 

She also has remained 
committed to core inter¬ 
ests such as women and 
children in developing 
economies and civil soci¬ 
ety in repressive countries 
— issues she has tried to 
elevate to an equal diplo¬ 
matic footing with peace 
processes and trade talks.
